IN CINCINNATI 


CINCINNATI, July 2.—Popular in- 
dignation against the rise in the price 
of ice in this city has come to a prac- 
tical shape. in the indictment by the 
grand jury of all the firms and man- 
agers suspected of having had a share 
in fixing the higher price on the com- 
munity just at the time when this hot 
weather household necessity is most ur- 
gently in demand. 

Up to the present season, so far as 
known, there was no combine of the 
dealers in this city, @nd reasonable 
prices were the rule. But as early as 
April the word went out that prices 
of tice were to be Increased t all round, 
the burden falling heaylest. of course, 
on the small consumers. For them the 
rice went up from % cents per hun- 
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nothing for the public but to grin and 
bear it. The unexpected conviction of 
Ice Trust men at Toledo started the 
demand, for similar proceedings here. 
The cry for an investigation and prose- 
cution spread and was strengthened in 
the labor unions and various social 
clubs. It was declared Toledo had 
shown the way. 

Hamilton County Prosecutor Hiram 
M. Rulison has had the task of find- 
ing evidence of a trust or pool among 
the ice men. Circumstantial evidence 
was strong, but Rulison, through as- 
sistants, supplemented it with searching 
cross-examinations of all the ice-plant 
managers before the grand jury. 

On the evidence thus gathered, the in- 
dictments have been found, 15 in all, 
and involving all the manufacturing 
concerns of consequence and their man- 
agers. 

The specific charge is that they have 
violated the Ohio anti-trust law, known 
as the Valentine law, which is directed 

ainst consptracies in restraint of trade. 
The penalties of this law are fines of 
from $8 to $5000 or imprisonment for 
six months to a year or fine and im- 
prisonment together. 

The indictments are against the Ice 
Delivery Co., the Jung Brewing Co., 
Suburban Ice Co., Knorr Ice Co., Percy 
Andrae, Wm. C. Geis, John A. Franz, 
Frank T. Hier, G. L. Knorr, P. Drei- 
dame Jr., Jos. Dumbacher, Robert R. 
Reynolds and L. 8S. Feck. 

Prosecutor Rulison is one of the ener- 
getic attorneys of the county, eager to 
make & name, and has thrown himself 
into the prosecution with all his might. 

The trials in court are to proceed 
without delay.

IN KANSAS CITY 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

KANSAS CITY, Mo., July 28.—Some 
startling facts have been developed in 
the suit begun here by Prosecuting At- 
torney I. B. Kimbrell to oust the Ice 
Trust. The suit is a civil action, which 
calls for a forfeiture of the charters of 
the various companies alleged to be in 
the combine and for an injunction to 
prohibit them from further doing busi- 
ness in this State. 

Mr. Kimbrell declares that the adm!s- 
sions of the officials of tne ice com- 
panies, who have taken the witness 
stand, have proven beyond question the 
existence of a combination to-restrict 
both the manufacture ana the distribu- 
tion of ice in this city, 

One of the sensations of the investi- 
gation was the testimony of Joseph J. 
Heim, president of the Kansas City 
Breweries Co. Mr. Heim frankly stated 
that ice can be manufacturea at a max- 
imum cost of $1.30 a ton, estimating all 
expenses for labor, material and the 
wear of machinery. This ice ts placed 
upon the market at 50 cents a 100 
pounds, or $10 a ton. 

Mr. Heim was also questioned as to 
the reason for the increase in the price 
of artificial ice always following @ 
dearth of natural ice, This was his 
answer: 


The “Sagacity” of the Dealers. 


“Certainly it costs no more to manu- 
facture ice this year than it did last 





| year. The present high prices of ice

The’ Heim Brewery, with which MF. 
Heim is associated, is one of the largest 
manufacturers of artificial ice in this 
city. 

The facts, as brought out in the in- 
quiry, are: 

That the Peopie’s Ice, Storage and 
Fuel Co., which is principally a distrib- 
uting concern, has three-year contracts 
for large stipulated contracts of ice 
with all the principal manufacturing 
companies in the city; 

That these manufacturing companies 
produce no more ice, beyond that re- 
quired for their own consumption, than 
the People’s company can distribute; 

That the People’s company pays them 
just $2 a ton. 

That every stockholder in the People’s 
company is also stockholder in one 
of the various companies which produce 
the ice; 

That every peddler in the city sells 
at the same price, and that they ob- 
tain their ice from the various manu- 
facturing companies on the order of the 
People’s company; 

That peddlers and drivers for the 
Peyple’s company all charge 50 cents a 
hundred pounds for ice~ delivered to 
faniilies, 

Harry lL. Burke, secretary of the Peo- 
ple’s Ice CoO.. occupied the witness 
chair for three successive days. He 
maintained stoutly that there is no 
secret agreement to regulate the output 
or the price of ice. He was asked to 
account for the similarity of prices 
throughout the city, but was unable to

IN INDIANAPOLIS

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., July 28.—Forty 
witnesses have been examined by the 
grand jury relative to the methods of 
the Ice Trust. The witnesses for the 
most part are small ice dealers and it 
is understood that they have told of the 
methods employed by the big dealers 
to Keep prices on a high level. It is 
said that many small dealers were 
forced out of business this year because 
they refused to adhere to the prices set 
by the big dealers. 

It is asserted by a number of those 
who allege that they could not keep 
their trade by holding prices up to the 
rate set by the so-called trust, and that 
for this reason they sold their ice at 
lower prices.

WASHINGTON, July %—The Ice 
Trust ts under Indictment here, as in 
several other large Ameriean cities, and 
will have to answer a criminal prose- 
cution. 

Unfortunately, this sult will not be 
brought to trial until next October, and, 
meanwhile, the trust has advanced the 
price of ice to the wholesale trade 3 
cents a ton. The people want ice, they 
need it and must have it during this 
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Maine, most of which they control, and 
ice gets more scarce as the weather gets 
hotter, although a number of reputa- 
ble persons who have been in Maine re- 
cently say icehouses along the Kenne- 
bec River are nearly bursting with their 
cooling contents. 

The. parties ‘under indictment here are 
the American Ice Co., Samuel A. Kim- 
berly, its local manager, and George 
F. Hoover, its superintendent of routes; 
Chapin-Sacks company, Arthur A. Cha- 
pin, president, and Samuel C. Redman; 
its sccretary and treasurer. 

Held Under Sherman Act. 

They were indicted by the Federal 
grand jury July 10, and charged with 
violating the Sherman anti-trust lw 
by entering into a conspiracy in re- 
straint of trade. The specific act of 
which they are alleged to be guilty Its 
that on April 20 they met here in Wash- 
ington and entered into an agreement 
to raise the price of ice 50 cents per 
ton. This understanding was fulfilled 
to the letter. When arraigned in court 
the two indicted companies pleaded not 
guilty. through thelr officers, who 4'd 
likewise in person, and their release was 
ordered wnon $2000 bail in each case, 
sending trial in the fall. 

United States District Attorney D. W. 
Baker conducted these proceedings, but 
he was backed up by the entire force of 


the Department of Justice, although 
the department has done nothing o y 
in connection with the case. rly in 
June, while ey A | action against 
the Ice Trust, District Attorney Baker 
referred the matter to Milton D. Purdy. 
assistant to the Attorney-General and 
Acting Attorney-General, and asked for 
a legal opinion upon the evidence in 
hand and the proper course to pursue. 
That opinion was rendered in due course. 
Tt hag never been made public, but it fs 
known to have recommended prosecu- 
tion of the American Ice Co. and its 
assoctlates under the Sherman act. 


Federn!t Government Interested. 


Ever since such action was taken the 
Department of Justice has been watch- 
ing the progress of the case with deen 
interest. At the same time the depart- 
ment has been considering the inter. 
state trade of the American Ice (Co., 
with a view to possible prosecution of 
that organization for violation of the 
provisions of the Interstate Commerce 
act. Upon the outcome of the pendin 
cases aginst the Ice Trust will — 
the final action of the Dtpartment of 
Justice. If the trust is punished, it is 
rot believed the department wil} pro- 
ceed further against it. If, on the other 
hand, the trust gets off scot free, it is 
authoritatively stated thet the depart-| 
ment will start its ponderous legal ma- 
chinery working to go after the triet 
on a national scale, in a manner that 
most persons think would be more ft- 
ting to the trust’s alleged methods.

gized for as an incident of the liberating and “uplift- 
ing” processes of Republican institutions. 


On Wednesday John D. Rockefeller appeared by 
proxy at Findlay, O. and was subjected to very 
considerate and courteous arrest by proxy on the 
Ohio warrant for violating the anti-trust law. It 
was explained that it would be “petty” to insist on 
serving the warrant on him in person after he had 
sent an attorney to be arrested as his substitute. 
Coincidently with this sort of thing in Ohio, the 
makers of hydraulic pressed brick in St. Louis and 
elsewhere developed their preparations for forming 
a merger of 13 companies under one control, with 
a capital of $10,000,000 to monopolize the trade. Al- 
though ice manufacturers were prosecuted in several 
states during the week, the openness with which the 
hydraulic brick combination was carried forward 
from St. Louis as a base, indicated a growing con- 
viction ‘that the attempt to enforce the anti-trust 
laws will not interfere seriously with those who de- 
termine to combine in spite of them. The Rocke- 
feller verdict of “all politics” seems to have removed 
whatever fear of the law the first vigorous steps 
for its enforcement may: have excited. Perhaps, 
however, it may happen in modern times as ancient- 
ly, that there “must needs be some rain after so 
much thunder.” 


Russell Sage would have been 90 years old on 
Aug. 4. Estimates published on July 23, accompany- 
ing the notice of his death the day before, put the 
total amount of his fortune at $100,000,000. Later 
estimates state it at $60,000,000. The foundation 
for it was laid by speculation in gold, in which he 
was associated with Jay Gould, during the period of 
desperate speculation following the Civil War, which 
led up to “Black Friday.” He was associated with 
Gould in railroad speculation afterwards, but finally 
developed his own independent and characteristic 
line of carefully husbanding his capital and increas- 
ing it by high interest rates. He has been credited 
with getting 60 per cent a month and over on call 
loans during Wall street panics. Perhaps much of 
what was said of his methods while he was alive was 
exaggerated and may now be discounted. During his 
life he paid little or no attention to what was said 
of him, but went on living as inexpensively as pos- 
sible and adding to his vast accumulation as a mere 
matter of habit. For more than a quarter of a 
century before his death, he had little to ao with 
promoting rash speculation, contenting himself, ap- 
parently, with his profits on speculative panics. He 
was credited with being one of the influences pro- 
moting the first increase of stock watering prior to 
1880, but with the much greater stock-watering 
schemes since 1890 he seems to have had little to 
do, and he was never prominent among those who 
used money in controlling national or other elec- 
tions. As a multi-millionaire of the old school, he 
survived long into a new generation which went so 
far beyond his extremes that qualities for which 
he was once execrated by some were finally accepted 
by others as those of the safe and eonservative finan- 


cer.

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SYNDICATED INDIVIDUALITY. 

The physiologists and psychologists are hard at 
work writing books on what they call the “problems 
of double consciousness and multiple individuality.” 
These highly scientific works are filled with highly 
scientific stories of extraordinary people who have 
“disassociated states of consciousness.” In what is 
taken for granted as his “normal consciousness” a 
sufferer of this kind may deliver lectures on ethics 
and move in the highest circles of culture, but he is 
always liable to lapse into another state of con- 
sciousness, entirely “disassociated” from his first. 
He then becomes another person, a perfect stranger 
to his other self. Or he may go on lapsing into dif- 
ferent “disassociated” states until he is half a dozen 
different persons, all entirely strange to each other, 
but all having a common tendency to bring the party 
of the first part in the combination or syndicate, into 
disrepute by their separate or syndicated activities. 

This is a marvel indeed when we study it only in 
its consummation in scientific works. But we be- 
gin to get what promises to become a flood of light 
as soon as we begin to go back to its simplicities in 
the diary, the morals, essays and the maxims which 
illustrate the education of “multiple individuality” 
in the grocery clerk, who was chased and 
captured by the St. Louis police in the Bernero 
case. He had written a “Black Hand letter” to Mrs. 
Bernero, demanding a large sum of money as the 
price of having her life spared by the Black Hand. 
When his letters, diaries and other’ literary collec- 


‘tions were confiscated as evidence, it was found that 


he had developed an unusual degree of literary skill 
in educating a state of consciousness which was to 
supplant his consciousness as a grocery 
clefk and also as a member of the “Black Hand”— 
the sole and only member, as it now appears.

It seems that the develop- 
ment of multiple consciousness is easy and that by 
the aid of an encyclopedia and a collection of “Beau- 
ties of Literature in Prose and Verse,” anyone who 
can read can make a beginning which will be full 
of promise. If the ash bin and other difficulties at 
the beginning of syndicating the different individu- 
alities are evaded, final success in putting the “eth- 
ical consciousness” forward for the inspection of 
the public as the head of the syncicate, seems only 
a matter of time and pains. But even if the at- 
tempt ends in premature failure and in the ash bin, 
it may be as easy to get rid of several different in- 
dividualities when dragged out of the bin as it is 
to dust off the ashes. 

In this particular case, the only individuality 
which remained after the dusting process was 4 
greatly humiliated and seemingry contrite grocery 
boy. But only think of what might have been the 
result if, with his talents, his promising experiment 
in developing multiple consciousness had not been 
interfered with by the police!

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THE BYERLY CASE AND OTHERS. 

As an accepted bidder for $5,800,000 of the new 
issue of Panama bonds, Samuel Byerly has only to 
pay the premiums from his salary as an express 
clerk or from some other source, and his deal will 
be “financed.” He can then close it out at a profit 
which is already estimated at over $27,000, while it 
is still increasing with the increasing demand for 
the bonds. If he fails to “make good,” he loses 
nothing except his budding reputation as a finan- 
cier. He then becomes what is technically called a 
“four-flusher,” but this opprobium costs him noth- 
ing in money and he is left ready for something 
else. 

The simplicities of the Byerly case are illustrated 
in an indefinite and stil] increasing number of other 
cases. The Byerlys see an opening for a franchise, 
for an electric railroad, a steam railroad or almost 
anything with the possibilities of a “deal” in it. 
They incorporate, apply for the franchise and get it. 
Then they “finance the deal” by borrowing money 
enough on the franchise to pay for printing several 
hundred thousand or hundred millions in common 
stock, preferred stock, and construction bonds. If 
they “make good” they use the money they get 
from the bonds to carry out at least part of the 
purposes of the franchise. Part of the preferred 
stock they “allot” to the bondnolders, part they 
keep for themselves, and with perhaps another part 
as a “treasury reserve,” they distribute the common 
stock as “souvenirs.” 

If they break down somewhere along this regu- 
lar line of financial operation, they are “four-flush- 
ers,” but they can go on hoping for the fifth card 
and the final flush of success on the next shuffle.

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AMERICAN “WAR CRAZES.” 

In the history of the United States thus far, no 
war, from the Revolution of 1776 to the war of July, 
1906, in Leyte, the smallest of the Philippine Islands, 
has been forced by an overwhelming popular demand 
from the American people. 

The revolution against England was forced first by 
a few score, and then by a few hundred educated 
men, who judged rightly that the people, after hay- 
ing been long oppressed, were ready to respond, They 
did respond, but it was so slowly that even after 
the Declaration of Independence had forced the is- 
sue, there was grave doubt on which side the ma- 
jority lay. 

In the War of 1812, in the Mexican War, in the 
Civil War, these conditions are clearly defined in the 
first beginnings. The people are not found in any 


in peace, more or less dissatisfied with conditions, 
but not “crazy for war” until the war has been 
forced by the minority. It is only after the war is 
thus forced that the popular “war craze” actually 


appears. 
These facts bear strongly on such resolutions as 


the suggestion of Col. William J. Bryan. Under 
these resolutions, delay might be secured and time 
given to preserve or restore the peace. 

Col. Bryan profited, no doubt, by his experience 
during the Spanish War. He opposed the war until 
it had been forced to the point of a popular “craze.” 
Then, after having joined the Nebraska militia, he 
felt obliged to announce that he had “military lock- 
jaw” and could say nothing further for publication. 

At that time, perhaps a hundred educated men, men 
of the Atkinson and Schurz type in different parts of 
the country, were holding out desperately, with the 
hope of stopping what they saw had been planned 
in the Philippines. There was then, however, an 
actual “war craze,” a genuine popular “Berserker 
rage,” which might have lasted a month if opposed 
openly and with the utmost courage. In that month 
it might have made martyrs of all who opposed it. 
So, finally, regardless of all interparliamentary 
unions and peace congresses, the question of peace 
is the question of moral courage and determination 
at the crisis. 
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NEW SIGNAL SYSTEM FOR RAILWAYS. 
The Great Western Railway is about to make an 
experiment in signaling which, says the London Ex- 


lution in railway working. 

This is nothing less than the substitution ae audi- 
ble for visible signals, and the abolition of the famil- 
iar semaphore arm at the top of a signal post. 

Instead of the engine driver having to look out for 
his signals, the signals declare themselves to his ear 
unmistakably. 

“Line clear” is expressed in the new system of 
signaling by the tinkling of a bell. ~ Line blocked 
is expressed by the blowing of a whistle, which con- 
tinues until the driver with his own hand turns it 
off. 

Both bell and whistle are fixed inside the engine 
cabin, close by the driver as he stands to his lever, 
and they afford a much more telling means of notifi- 
cation than would a dial on which signs appeared. 

The apparatus is £90 constructed that if anything 
g0es wrong anywhere the whistle signal operates. 


ALCOHOL MOTORS FOR THE FARM. 

The value of the alcoholic motor in modern agri- 
culture, especially on the extensive farms of the 
West, promises to be of great importance. With an 
abundant supply of raw material at hand, plants 
for distilling spirit can be erected wherever liquid 
fuel is needed, just as.the grist mill supplied the 
neighborhood with flour in the old days. It is not 
necessary to transport it long distances by rail or 
water at so mu¢h extra expense for transportation, 
consequently the farm motor should become 4s much 
of a necessity as the plow and the harvester. 

The small stationary motor of one or two horse- 
power is sufficient to grind the feed, saw the wood, 
churn the butter, actuate the cream separator and 
run the milk. The next improvement to the traction 
engine will doubtless be the substitution of internal 
combustion for steam, which means that all of the 
more arduous farm labor, such as plowing, harrow- 
ing, cultivating, harvesting, threshing, shocking 
corn, etc., can be accomplished, even on small farms, 
more rapidly and economically than by the employ- 
ment of horsepower.

A MACHINE TO ‘BURN THE 


A gasoline weed burner has recently been on trial 
on the Illinois Central Railroad. Nine miles of track 
between Buckingham and Clark City were gone over 
with the burner and a subsequent inspection showed 
that all weeds had been killed outright, leaving 
nothing standing but burnt stalks and stubble. This 
latter can be completely consumed by a second trip 
of the burner, when desired, or left to be carried 
away by the wind and the drafts of passing trains. 
The actual cost of the work was said to be less than 
$50. while the same work done bv section hands 
would, of course, be many times this. 

The burner is simple in design and can be worked 
by one man. It consists of the series of generating 
coils plainly visible in the view, into which the gaso- 
line is forced by air pressure from the 1000-gallon 
tank at the opposite end of the car. To the front 
and rear of the coils are a row of Bunsen burners, 
which give a strong, continuous flame capable of 
being increased or decreased at will. The burners 
are set on a bar which works on pivots at each end 
and can therefore be quickly raised or lowered as 
desired. 

The burner is of equal, if not greater, interest to 
interurban roads; for, apart from its weed-burning 
possibilities, the patents on the machine apply to the 
melting of snow and ice on railroads and highways, 
and a machine is now being built which the pat- 
entee, W. W. Lamb, expects will alter present meth- 
ods of cleaning snow off city street. Mr. Lamb's ad- 
dress is 1414 Manhattan Building, Chicago. 


CHEAP ILLUMINATING GAS IN ENGLAND. 
Consul F. W. Mahin reports that the price of il- 
luminating gas in Nottingham, under municipal con- 
trol, is 60 cents per 1000 cubic feet to ordinary con- 
sumers, with a slight reduction to large users. This 
has been considered quite a low price, but Seems ex- 
tortion in comparison with the rate given by the 
town of Widnes, in Lancashire. The price there is 
now 32 cents to emall consumers, but will be reduced 
to 30 cents on July 1. Large consumers will pay 
from 22 to 26 cents. This is claimed to be the cheap- 
est gas in the world. It is noteworthy that the 
Widnes gasworks are under municipal control. The 
town has only about 30,000 population, but the profit 
on its gasworks last year is stated to have been 
£4708 ($22,887.15). The price of gas is remarkably low 
everywhere in Great Britain, whether under public 
or private control, the general range of price being 
between 40 and 70 cents.

Then the Light Failed Again. 


With the last sentence the girl again 
Sank into unconsciousness, and a few 
hours afterwards died.

On the Thursday night pre- 
vious she. and her sweetheart had been 
attacked on the Kersey Coates terrace, 
a driveway overlooking the west bot- 
toms, and both had been left for dead. 
Kern was left in a ditch just to the 
east of the driveway, while the young 
‘woman was dragged across the street 
and hurled over a precipice 100 feet in 
height. She was found the next morn- 
ing by a messenger boy. Later, the 
body of Kern, apparently lifeless, was 
discovered at the top of the bluff.

Kern was taken to University Hos- 
pital, where he is still hovering between 
life and death. He may recover. He 
has already at times been able to talk, 
but he did not see the man who struck 
him.

The murderer used a heavy iron water 
pipe. One blow at the base of the skull 
was sufficient to fell the man, and it is 
evident the young woman was next at- 
tacked. j —

showed such resistance as to render an 


efficient blow out of the question, so the 
ussassin was compelled to huri her over 
the cliff Jest she might attract other per- 
sons by her outcries.

Bertha Bowlin was young and attrac- 
tive. Frank Kern is only 19 and has 
the reputation of a very hard working, 
honest young man. He is a member of 
the Third Regiment, Missouri National 
Guards. Albert Crone is 22. On geveral 
different occasions he has fallen into 
the hands of the police. This is the 
first time, however, that the charge 
against him has been of a serious na— 
ture. 

The scene of the tragedy is so located 
that few persons could be attracted 
frum their homes by an outcry. Gen- 
erally the terrace is well patronized by 
pedestrians out for an evening’s stroll, 
but on this occasion it had been rain- 
ing and the drive was practically de- 
serted. 

Bertha Bowlin and Frank Kern start- 
ed for a walk about 8 o’clock in the 
evening. The young woman told her 
mother she would be gone only a few 
minutes. The family remained up near- 
ly all night waiting for her. She had 
no father or brothers at home to 
search for her and the police were not 
notified. It is said that she had never 
before staid out late at night, and for 
this reason it is supposed the murder 
was committed in the early part of the 
evening. Then, some families living un- 
der the bluff heard a woman scream 
about 9 oclock, and a woman who 
passed along the drive before 10 o'clock 
saw a man lying in the ditch where 
Kern was found next day. She thought 
he was merely drunk and did not 1n- 
vestigate. 

Arrested with Kern is W. C. Henry, 
an associate. They were together at 
least a portion of the fateful night, 
and the police and county prosecutor 
will hold Henry also for a while. 

Crone has employed the law firm of 
Hughes & Whitsett to defend him. 
Roland Hughes, senior member of the 
firm, formerly was Prosecuting Attor- 
ney of this county. Mr. Whitsett was 
one of his assistants.

j WASHINGTON, July 28. 
ITH the arrival of the. dry dock 
W Dewey at Olanagapo after a re- 
markably successful tow of 15,- 
600 miles, the American navy was put 
on an equal footing with the navies of 
Great Britain, France and Japan in the 
Far East. Uncle Sam, through this 
move. will save hundreds of thousanns 
of dollars annually for the use of other 
nations’ dry docks when American 
ships were in need of repairs. The 
transfer of the huge dock from Solo- 
mon’s Island, Chesapeake Bay, to the 
Philippines, was one of the greatest 
feats in seamanship in late years. 

The advent of the huge dry dock and 
its installation removes a peril that 
would otherwise have corifronted the 
United States if it had been compelled 
to make a fight for the retention of the 
Philippines. Before its arrival, any 
war with other naval. powers would

The expense has not only 
been heavy, but the lack of facilities 
has vrevented the commanders from 
keeping their fighting craft up to that 
standard of efficiency which would en- 
able them to cope with  well-condi- 
tioned rivals on equality in the event 
of war.

Courts. 





SAY THE FUND IS THEIRS 





Prospect of Pro Rata Disburse- 
ment Takes Many Back 
to the City. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

SAN FRANCISCO, July 28.—Followin? 
the ravages of fire and earthquake, San 
Francisco finds herself struggling hope- 
lessly with what is locally termed 
‘gangs,’ which means ‘“graft’’ on the 
other side of the Sierras. 

Nearly everyone who can grab does 
so without the _ slightest hesitation. 
Those who do not take advantage of the 
pressing needs of the stricken city are 
considered fools and sapheads by the 
“wise ones.“ 

Laborers, contractors, politicians, 
financiers, promoters of schemes and 
property owners are among the graft- 
ers, 

Rents are getting higher every day, 
labor is more pressing in its demands, 
| building materials are doubling in price 
and persons of all classes and condi- 
tions of life are trying to profit by the 
disaster. eee —— 

The money which the country contrib- 
uted to help the stricken population is 
believed by some members of the Relief 
Committee to be a detriment. They 
think this money and the possibility of 
living by begging keep a good many 
able bodied men from going to work. 

If reports are true there is about §$3,- 
000,000 left of the relief fund, and the 
committee does not know how to employ 
it to best advantage. There was some 
talk of distributing it pro rata among 
the camping families, but this devel- 
oped an increase in the number of 
campers, as many of those who were 
settled elsewhere came back to camps 
in the hope of getting a few hundred 
dollars, 

Bread Line Goes Aug. 1. 


With the abolition of the breagd line, 
Aug. 1, it is belleved new troubles will 
begin, as the refugees argue that the 
money was given for their relief and 
they talk of fighting for it in the courts. 

Worry is writing deep lines in the 
forcheads of those who have  under- 
taken the responsibility of working out 
the problem. Dr. Devine handed in his 
resignation and will be quit of his bur- 
den of resvonsibility on the day set for 
cutting out the food supplies. Col. Pip- 
py, one of the three new relief commis- 
sioners, is talking of resigning. He has 
not become hardened to oriticism, and 
both commissioners and committeemen 
are meeting a storm of bitter complaint 
wherever they turn. The prospect of 
being assailed by 50,000 refugees is not 
an enticing one. 

It is expected that only $2,000,000 of the 
relief fund will be distributed by the 
commission, as the plan to spend $3,000,- 
000 in building homes for the homeless 
is crystallizing. This money will be 
turned over to a corporation to be 
known as “San Francisco Reltef and 
Red Cross Funds, a Corporation.”’ 

Tne scheme of home-building has met 
with a good deal of criticism, for it has 
the appearance of being a forlorn hope 
of solution. it is proposed to finance 
the home-building refugees through a 
sort of building loan association. That 
is, they will receive a bond that will 
give them a sort of fee in the home, a 
fee contingent upon their payments of 
a stated sum per month for a term of 
years, If the payments lapse the refu- 
ee property owner, so-called, will for- 
feit his bond and the payments he has 
made will be considered as merely 
merely rent. 

Considering the character of the ma- 
jority of the refugees, there may be 
more forfeitures than continued pay- 
ments, so that in the end much of the 
property may fall back into the hands 
of the relief building loan companies. 


A Financial Opportunity. © ~ 


Several private corporations © hay 
eagerly offered to work out this — 
building scheme. All they ask is a loan 
of enough money to enable them to 
buy the land and put up the houses, 
Of course, the loan will have to be made 
at a minimum rate of interest. The 
company is perfectly willing that the 
refugees should receive a bond giving 
them contingent title to the property. 
These building loan financiers figure 
that In 10 years the company would own 
practically all the property through for- 
feitures of bonds.

Aside from the problem of dis 
of the relief money, the physicians tae 
brought up @ graver one. They say that 
if the fall rains find the refugees in 
camps, an epidemic is almost sure to 
spread. They argue that the thousands 
of dollars spent in laying floors in the 
camps, Which will all be torn up in a 
short time, will not save the campers 
from disease. The warning, though 
timely, is regarded as useless for con- 
tractors say that enough houses to shel- 
ter all the homeless could not >ossibly 
be put up before the middle of the win- 
ter. This is especially impossible as 
most of the men in the camps refuse to 
work. With the help of all those who 
live on benevolence, the work of house 
bullding could be facilitated greatly. 
Various remedies have been proposed to 
cure this evil.

_ dn the meantime we enter the eventful month of August, the month 
when the winter houses begin to wake up and make their toilets for the ap- 
proaching season, and when some of them are even venturesome enough to 
put on new productions and challenge the popularity of the summer gardens 
in the final 30 or 45 days of the summer season. I must confess I’m a bit 
“leary” of indoor August plays—although a good play will make a hit in 
August, perhaps, as inevitably as in October, for that matter—and it isn’t 
always with a light heart that I confront the first comers of the regular 
Season. Already, too, news is coming from New York of distinguished

Who force us indoors to their eager plays 
In August days! 


But that’s merely a sort of poetic shrinking from the direst possibili- 
ties of August—and I have to acknowledge that, in my inmost heart, I’m 
glad to welcome the month that brings us to the edge of the new’ season’s 
drama.

“Have you learned absolutely that

took?’’ 

“Not absolutely. We have not found 
anything to indicate that he got any 
more than that, but we cannot say yet 
that he did not.” 


Offictals Blame Trust Co. 


to dispatches from there, complain of 
the delay on-the part of the officials 
of the St. Louis Union Trust Co., 
which enabled Everly to get away 
from them, and say that if he is not 
recaptured it will be entirely the fault 
of the trust company officials. 

The officials of the company explain 
the delay by saying that a telegram 
sent to the Denver Chief of Police at 
4p. m. last Wednesday was not de- 
livered to him until after 9 o'clock 
that night. They admit that the first 
notice sent to the Denver authorities 
was simply @a request to put him un- 
der surveillance, They say they did 
not want to appear to be going over 
the head of the Circuit Attorney's of- 
fice.

Lieut. Clarence England, For- 
merly of St. Louis, Slain 
by Bullet. 








FRENCHMEN RESPONSIBLE

Relatives of Lieut. Clarence Eng- 
land of the United States Navy who 
live in St. Louis, first learned of his 
death Saturday from the Post-Dis- 


stated that Lieut. England, navigat- 
ing officer of the warship Chattanoo- 
@a, was on the bridge as that vessel 
steamed out of the harbor at noon, 
bound for the target range... Just out- 
side the harbor the French squadron 
was anchored, one vessel, the Dupetit 
Thouars, being near the American 
squadron.

After sevéral balis struck the side 
of the Chattanooga the Frenchman 
was signaled to cease firtng; but’ be- 
fore the order was complied with a 
ricochet bullet. struck Lieut: Eng- 
land at the base of the spine, wig 
ing from under his arm. He died in 
six hours. 

Lieut. England was well known at 
the Christian Brothers’ College in 8t. 
Louis, where he was a prominent 
athlete on the baseball and football 
teams. He did not finish at the in- 
kee gy as he secured an appoint- 
ment fo Annapolis in 1890, his junior 
year. In 1902 he became a Lieutenant 
and had been on the Chattanooga 
since 1904. 

During the Spanish-American War 
he was stationed at Honolulu, and 
had seen much service in Chinese 
waters, where he went through the 
Boxer rebellion. England was one of 
the Officers of the vessel which ac- 
companied the body of John Paul 
Jones to America last. year. 

The home of Lieut. England ts in 
Tittle Rock, Ark., where his father, 
Joseph E. England, is well known as 
a member of the firm of Cofnish & 
England, bankers. Two brothers, 
Edward and Shelby. both of whom 
attended Christian Brothers’ College, 
are in the banking business in r- 
kansas. A third brother, Capt. Lloyd 
Mngland of the —— Corps, U. B. 
A., is in Washington. . C. England, 
an attorney with offices in the Chemi- 
cal Building, is an uncle of the late 
Lieutenant. 

Mrs. T. W. Barron, a cousin of 
Lieut. Engiand, and his only relative 
in St. Louis this summer, said yes- 
terday: 

“IT first learned of my cousin's 
death from the Post-Dispatch. I 
have not seen him since Thankegiv- 
ing before’ last, when he was here 
visiting us while on a furlough. He 
had many friends here.”

New Deal Attracts Attention 
Because of Terminal ‘As- 
sociation Control. 


Arrangements made jointly between 
the Burlington road and the Chicago & 
Alton for the use of the Alton Bridge 
for packing-house products from Kan- 
sas City for export from ‘Atlantic parts, 
announced by Burlington officials Sat- 
urday, caused much comment and spec- 
ulation among St. Louis railroad and 
business men. By this arrangement the 
Burlington will have the haul from 
Francois, Mo., across the bridge and 
down to East St. Louis, thus becoming 
a user of the Alton Bridge and a client 
of the St, Louis Terminal Association, 
which concern, according to the testi- 
mony of Joseph Ramsey, bought the 
Alton Bridge in order to cut the Burling- 
ton out of an independent entrance to 
its St. Louis terminals from the East. 

As the Chicago & Alton is one of the 
lines owning the Alton Bridge, and as 
the Burlington has no proprietary in- 
terest in that strueture, the cost to the 
Alton, which is the toll pafd to the St. 
Louis Terminal Association, will leave 
a greater profit to the Alton than will 
be enjoyed by the Burlington. The com- 
ment of railroad men was provoked be- 
cause the situation develops pointedly 
the reasons given hs the Burlington 
management when its control by owner- 
Ship of the Alton Bridge was attempted 
and thwarted by the Terminal Assocla- 
tion of St. Louis. 


Avoids Terminal Charges. 


Probably the point most discussed by 
railroad men in connection with the 


deal is that becoming incident to the 
terminal situation at St. Louis, and 
which is involved in ‘the fact that while 
the Burlington is forced into the use 
of the terminal bridge at Alton, the great 
bulk of the traffic handled under the 
new arrangement will be delivered direct 
to Pastern connections at East St. Louis, 
no terminal company getting even sw 
much as 2 switching charge.

STATE TO BATTL 
WITH HYOROPHOBIM 


Missouri Veterinarian to En- 
force Laws Relating to 
Exposed Dogs.

Uncertainty of Period of Incu- 


bation Forms Complications 
Hard to Handle, 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
COLUMBIA, Mo., July 28.—Dr. H. D. 
lackey, State Veterinarian of Missouri, 


said today that, according to numerous 
reports received here, an epidemic of 
hydrophobila 1s prevailing throughout the 
State and thousands of dollars’ worth of 
livestock have already been lost. He 
says St. Louis is on the hydrophobia 
map. 

Dr. Luckey announced that he will 
take immediate steps toward stamping 
out the epidemic in Missouri by urging 
the enforcement of laws relating to dogs 
that have been exposed to the malady. 
He will urge the Legislature to enact a 
law authorizing certain officials in every 
town and county in the State to take 
charge of all dogs un®er suspicion and 
confine them for a length of time suf- 
ficient for the malady to develop. 

At present, declared Dr. Luckey, the 
public is powerless to protect itself as 
no one has authority to take charge of 
the dogs. Hydrophobia, he said, is nev~- 
er developed in an individual dog, but js 
always contracted through the bite of 
another. 

In Kansas City 31 well-defined cases 
of hydrophobia have just been reported 
to a single veterinary firm. 


Period of Incubation. 


‘The disease of hydrophobia,” sald 
Dr. Luckey, ‘‘is said to be incurable. The 


information of importance that can be 
given here is in regard to its prevention, 
Kill every dog which shows signs and 
symptoms of rabies and either kill or 
eontine every other dog which he had 
had a chance to bite. The trouble here 
is in t irregular length of time it 
takes for an animal to show symptoms 
of rabies after it fas been inoculated. 
The time is generaily from one to three 
months, but cases have been reported of 
horses which after having been inocu- 
lated remained in health uver two years 
and then died of rables. Dogs some- 
times go for nearly a year after having 
been inoculated before — the 
isease. If, therefore, a dog which is 
tupposed to have been bitten by a rabid 
dog is too valuable to be killed, he 
should be watched indefinitely. In a 
neighborhood which has been visited by 
a rabid dog, all the dogs should be 
killed or continually guarded. ‘The loss 
of human life from rabies ts of too 
much importance to permit any trifling. 
It is all right to love your dog and treat 
him kindly, but when he becomes a 
menace to the public it is time to kill 


him.”’

The ex- 
penses of the school, as well as those 
of the playgrounds conducted by the 
same association, are paid by popular 
subscription, the School Board granting 
its buildings rent free.

association is put for many things, the}

Visits the Homes. 


In their efforts to interest the parents 
in the vacation schools, Miss Keller- 
man and’ Miss Larew of the Laclede kin- 
dergarten have made visits to the 


homes. Many of the parents could not 
understand: how such an advantage as a 
vacation school could be free and there 
has been an increase in attendance since 
the visits began. 

One man listened to the arguments 
in favor of the school for a long time 
without showing interest until he learned 
that there was no charge for tuition. 
When that fact became known to him 
he called to his wife, who was in an 
upper story, “My goodness, Mary, the 
school is free.’’ 

Work at the Jefferson School has been 
handicapped by the repairs and clean- 
ing that was in progress there and the 
putting in of winter coal, but the teach- 
ers moved about from room to room and 
made no complaint. The Laclede School 
was without manual training equipment, 
but the instructor, Mr. King, prepared 
his own room and with the assistance 
of his class made two long work bench- 


es. 

The pupils of this department will be 
permitted to buy one sample of each 
kind of work they have done at less 
than cost. They would gladly buy ev- 
erything made, so interested are they 
in their work. 

A sale of articles will be conducted 
at both schools Wednesday, Thursday 
and Friday.

It’s a Good One, Too, and 
Shows They Aren’t Always 
Slow in Berlin.

BERLIN, July 28.—Rudolph Ernest, 
a brakeman, solved the problem of 
how to make his aged father not only 
earn a .good living for himself, but 
by doing so help his son make a good 
deal of extra money. 


His father travels most of the time 
and makes it his business to sit only 
a Short time in each passenger 
coach. where he always gets ac- 
quainted with passengers and talks 
with them about various affairs until 
the subject of politeness and courte- 
sies is reached, when he says: 

“I am not a rich man, but if the 
brakeman is polite, I always give 
him at least 25 cents. It is worth 
that to me if I see the man smile 
when he passes by, rather than see 
him frown. One does not miss such 
a small piece of money after all when 
one gets into the habit of giving it 
away.” 

A few minutes after this talk Er- 
nest. the brakeman, comes in and

Former Minister of the Tower Grove Baptist Church Has Formed 
Colony to Prepare for Fulfillment of Prophecy—He Tells 
of the Start He Made for Jerusalem. 


Believing that the Time of the End, 
referred to in the Bible, is near at hand, 
and that this is the time for fruit-gath- 
ering and not for seed-sowing, Pastor 
Menta Sturgeon and a band of devoted 
followers have taken up quarters in 4 
Spacious homelike temple at 2825 Locust 
Street. They live as a common family, 
know no bickerings or strife, pray and 
sing together and await the opportunity 
to teach their lesson to those who wil! 
come to them and listen. 

The fundamental § difference that 
caused Pastor Sturgeon, for seven years 
the shepherd of a large congregation 
at the Tower Grove Baptist Church, 
was that he differed from some of his 
people on the efficacy of the atonement 
of Christ. 

In a few words Pastor Sturgeon’s 
thoughts are these: “That we are now 
living in the Time of the End of the 
Gospel Age in which the distinctive 
work of the church is that of fruit- 
gathering and not of seed-sowing."’ 
‘Because he thought this, Pastor Stur- 
geon gave up his ministry at Tower 
Grove church. - For a time he traveled 
abroad. Several months ago he came 
back to St. Louis and the little ehurch- 
home he has founded tells the story of 
his desire to bring mankind into a com- 


‘mon fold and brotherhood, 


All Live in Peace. 
Regular meetings are held, common 
prayers are said morning and evening 


and an air of peace pervades the house. 


The little children of the fiv fam- 
ilies, play at will in the big side-yard 


and the neighbors’ little ones are wel- 
ceme visitors. NO angry words are 
heard and no little childhood spites are 
cultivated. The children follow the ex- 
amples set by their elders and all are 


happy. 

Pastor Sturgeon, related by close 
blood-ties to the Sturgeons who have 
taken a hand in the affairs of St. Louis 
for many years, thinks that the signs 
of the times point to a great upturning 
and revolutionary movement that will 
bring to light a desire of humanity for 
a rule of righteousness. He points to 
the French revolution as the starting 
point and the present revolution in Rus- 
gia, attended by numerous minor up- 
risings in political and labor circles as 
the culminating crisis of what is to 
cone in the near future, 

He says: “I believe that this is the 
time when God wills that His people 
should be gathered together by a belief 
of the truth unto the name of Jesus 
and in this work some special effort 
ought to be made to reach God's chosen 
people, the Jews. Therefore, I have 
chosen this central location in St. Louis, 
easily accessible to all who are or who 
may become interested in this much- 
needed and timely work.” 

Nour men who hold responsible secu- 
lar positions in the St. Loulg business 
world have taken their families and 
joined Pastor Sturgeon in his work. 

Five Families Together, 

Besides Pastor Sturgeon, his wife and 
little son, Gordon, there are in the 
home the families of Dr. T. J. West, J. 
W. MeMillan, an ena of the Ameri- 
ean Car Co.; E. 8. Bristol, an electr- 
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cian of the United Railways Co., and 
J. F. Quamby, an employe of the Ameri- 
can Tobacco Co. § 

They have banded themselves togeth- 
er in a common fold, determined to car- 
ry on the reaping work that Pastor 
Sturgeon has begun. Expenses are di- 
vided share and share alike, and the big 
lf-room house knows only the air of 
peace and brotherly love. 

One day in the week Pastor Sturgeon, 
who does not want to be called ‘‘Rev.’”’ 
Sturgeon because he says there is noth- 
ing about mere man to be revered, 
Spends among the “chosen people,”’ the 
Jews. Not a minute of any day is lost 
from his work and he is as a man de- 
termined to see an early result of the 
work he has undertaken. 

Pastor Sturgeon is but 39 years of age, 
though the gray hair that crowns his 
forehead would seem to indicate that 
he were older. 

The texts of scripture especially re- 
ferred to by Pastor Sturgeon, whose 
sincere countenance defies any accusa- 
tion that he does not feel and believe 
with ajl his mind and soul the teachings 
he promulgates, are these, among others 
along the same line: ‘‘There is one God 
and one mediator between God and 
man, the Man Christ Jesus who gave 
himself a ransom for all to be testified 
in due time,’ I. Tim. 2,:'5 and 6. “He 
is the propitiation for our sins and not 
for ours only, but also for the sins of 
the whole world,’ I. John, 2, 2. 

In discussing Sodalism Pastor Stur- 
geon said: ‘‘We believe that the Social- 
ists have a proper desire to have re- 
stored to them rights of which they 
have through the ages been deprived, 
but we believe that this end can be ob- 
tained in no other way than that of the' 
personal presence and reign of Jesus 
Christ on the earth.” 

One of the most interesting events in 
Pastcr Sturgeon’s career was a journey 
which he started to make to Jerusalem 
goon after giving up his pastorate at the 
Tower Grove Baptist Church in May, 
1 


For the first time the strange story of 
his trip was told by Pastor Sturgeon to 
a Post-Dispatch reporter Friday. With 
all the sincerity of one with a set pur- 
pose and not to be moved from it. Pas- 
tor Sturgeon said: “When one takes the 
step of consecration in which one en- 
gages himself by the Grace of God to 
do the Lord's will at any cost, God ac- 
cepts him and tests him to see if he be 
sincere. I took that step in 1897 and my 
testing time came when I left the Tower 
Grove church in 1904. 

“T was led to leave all for the purpose 
of working among the Jews in and 
around their Holy City. Believing this, 
I started from St. Louis to Jerusalem 
with but $3.25 in my pocket, but with a 
heart set on doing Mascer’s will. 

‘“T walked across Eads Bridge and 
there met men who helped me plan a 
way of getting to the ocean. With a 
shipment of stock, as stock agent I 
got as far as Buffalo. There I was led 
to men, total strangers to me and my 
mission, who got me a similar position 
with a shipment to New York. 


Testeq for Sincerity. 


“I crossed the ocean on a cattle ship 
working for _y passage and food. I 
was ven an insight into human life 
that 1 am thankful for. The men on the 
ship, unused to the mention of the 
name of God except in oath, were earn- 
est listeners to the old, old *8* 

“When I got to New Haven, England, 
the crisis of the test came. I did not 
know, though, until afterwards that it 
was the crisis. Everything closed up, 
the issue was made and | was about to 
start across to France on a bitter and 
cold night in —**1 1905. 

“Without funds I knew that the ste 
meant almost inevitable death, but 
was ready to push on ff my test de- 
manded it.

The Tennessee had 
several wagon loads ‘of freight and a 
number of passengers on her departure, 


Pilots Are Scarce, 


Capt. C. Sol York, who was appointed 
captain of the Tennessee last week, has 
resigned. Capt. Alex Lamont was ap- 
pointed to take charge of the boat. This 
appointment was made about the time 
the boat should have started on her 
voyage. Next it was found that there 


was a shortage of Illinois river pilots 
available for service. A shortage of 
roustabouts to handle the freight then 
developed. While these conditions were 
preventing the boat from getting away, 
Capts. Henry and W. H. Leyhe of the 
Eagle Packet Co. went to the office of 
the Chester line to make another at- 
tempt to compromise the differences and 
revent the *4 from going into the 
a river. ey were mot success- 
ul, 


Cempromise Refused. 


Capt. G. W. Hill of the Alton, a large 
owner in the Chester line, is said to be 
the aggressor in the contest which will 
probably ensue between the two com- 
panies for the river trade, which prom- 
ises to show great growth and to be de- 
veloped to its old-time importance. He 
has refused all overtures to compro- 
mise. It is said that In the past six 
months the Leyhes of the Eagle Packet 
Co. have offered to buy all of Capt. 
Hill’s steamboat property, including his 
share of the Eagle boat Store, at fair 
valuation. This contest for commerce, 
not known to exist except by those near 
the river, is of unusual interest. 

The agents of the Tennessee say they 
have received encouragement in the 
matter of freight and passengers for the 
next trip. A large number of St. Louis 
fishermen have made application for 
passage.

A general revival of the river trade 


would bear out the prediction of the old 


prophets who once piloted boats on 
the river. 

It is felt here and all along the river 
that this revival, the result of compe- 
tition, will have much effect on public 
opinion, which already favors a Chicago- 
St. Lovis canal. It is generally pre- 
dicted that when the importance of the 
Ullinols River as a commercial route is 
again demonstrated the movement in fa- 
vor of a ship canal will gain great mo- 
mentum.

RESCUES 


Women and Girls Saved From 
Second Floor—One Man 
Jumps to Ground, 


At the risk of having her means of 
escape cut off by the flames that were 
rapidly gaining headway in the stair- 
ways of Miss Joe Fey’s rooming house 
at 2632 Locust street, Miss Mamie Wil- 
son groped her way through the dense 
smoke that filled the halls on the sec- 
ond and third floors and awakened the 
roomers by knocking on their doors and 
crying that the house was on fire.

Miss Wilson, who was sleeping on the 
second flpor, was awakened by the 
smoke in’ her room. She could see the 
light of the flames in the aall and she 
at once began to arouse the other room- 
ers. 

Women Saved by Firemen. 


Policeman Carbrey saw the flamas and 
turned in an alarm. When the firemen 
arrived they found the roomers, most 


of whom were young women, assembled 
in the hallway on the second floor, fear- 
ing to descend the back stairway be- 
cause of the smoke, They were soon 
carried from the building. 

William Trammell made his eseape by 
crawlignal onglwd/\ewyffemfwshremfwyp 
crawling along the stone coping from his 
room on the second noor and jumping 
into a window of an adjoining house. 
Robert Bullock, who also had a room 
on the second floor, was almost over- 
come by the smoke and was rescued 
from his room by the truck crew.

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TALE OF CANNIBALS 
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Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

CHICAGO, July 28.—Miss Beulah Lo- 
gan Tuthill, a pretty woman, 30 years of 
age, a Methodist missionary, whose an- 
cestors were missionaries before her, 
startled the big Methodist camp meet- 
ing on the Des Plaines River by tell- 
ing the story of how she saw 11 persons 
killed and devoured by cannibals. 

Miss Tuthill is the only woman in the 
world who has lived to tell such a tale. 
She was taken to the Caroline Islands 
when she was 6 years of age and began 
her missionary work when she was 17. 
In 1900 her parents left the Carolines 
and went to Sidney, Australia. She, re- 
mained on the islands for several monihs 
afterwards. Then she took passage on 
the steamer Aragul for Sidney. A ter- 
rific storm swept the vessel near the 
Island of New Ireland, 200 miles north- 
east of Australia, Miss ‘‘uthill was 
swept overboard. She was an expert 
swimmer and was picked up by somé 
Christian Malays. They were subse- 
quently shipwrecked on a sandbar on 
which a schooner was going to pieces. 
This bar was two miles off the cannibal 
isle. She said: 

‘‘As the tide began to rise to free us 
the horror began. One of our lookouts 
gave an exclamation of terror. We 
looked and there on the shore we saw a 
horde of savages coming down the beach 
—fully 200 hundred of ..em—in full pan- 
eply, armed with chields and spears and 
heavy clubs with which they were ac- 
customed to dash out their enemies 
brains. 

Beat Eleven to Death.

There is, indeed, a fairly familiar ar- 
gument to the effect that profits of 
share investments and of speculation 
for the rise, are so tempting that cap- 
ital cannot be drawn into the market 
for long-term loans, such as these New 
York City bonds. A similar line of 
reasoning has been invoked in London, 
apropos of the protected weakness in 
British consols. There igs undoubtedly 
some force in the argument, but it 
proves too much. 

Europe Will ‘Loan toe Us. 

The brilliant outlook for American 
trade and industry this coming sea- 
s0n in one sense Offsets this consider- 
ation of “tied-up” capital, but in an- 
other aggravates whatever its infiu- 
ence may be. Such a business as is 
going forward in the interior, such 
extension plans as these active opera- 
tions necessitate to producers and 
carriers, and such enormous harvests 
as we have the right to look for, 
make the aggregate demand from 
borrowers larger, perhaps, than ever 
before in our history, and this is why 
signs of deficient supplies of capital 
for such: purposes are a little discon- 
certing. The real offsetting influence, 
however, which may come to play the 
foremost part in American finance of 
the next few months, is the willing- 
ness of Europe to place its own stores 
of capital at our disposal. So far as 
concerns the markets of the present 
year, it is conceivable that this fac- 
tor in the situation may supersede 
all others. It has unquestionably 
done so up to the present date. If 
any one doubts this, he has only to 
recall the confident predictions, cur- 
rent last March as to the July or Au- 
gEust money markets, and to compare 
these predictions with the known re- 
sults, 

Grain—Weakness was the chief fea- 
ture in domestic grain markets today. 
Offerings were larger and demand in- 
active, owing partly to discouraging 
cables and partly to favorable weath- 
er and crop reports. 

Expotters are showing fair interest 
in wheat, but their limits on corn are 
too low. 

Cotton Is Quiet. 

Cotton—The cotton market was ‘quiet 
and steady today, with prices fluctuat- 
ing within narrow limits on a volume of 
business estimated at less than 40,000 
baies for the short session: There were 
no new developments in the génral sit- 
uation. Prices slumped 6 to 8 points in 
the early trading on a bear attack, but 
there was no new liquidation and the 
market rallied soon afterwards on ef- 
forts of some of the shorts to cover. It 
then relapsed into extreme dullness and 
closed in that position with the fina) 
prices showing net decline of 1 to 2 
points.

The improved Petrie-Martin suit looks not unlike 
the armor of a medieval knight. The joints are 
especially ingenious, for they are made water tight 
on the same principle as the jomts of machinery 
handling water at high pressure. The pressure of 
water on the joints made necessary ball bearings 
of harder material than the aluminum, 

Messrs. Petrie and Martin have devised an intrt- 
cate apparatus of hooks operated by’ the hands 
from inside the armor, which enables the diver to 
perform his work without exposing any part of his 
body. 

Their suit has also apparatus which registers the 
amount of air sent down through the breathing tube, 
which is at the ordinary pressure of the air, and 
this register tells the men on the surface whether 
everything is all right below. The diver has lamps 
and a telephone, the latter inside his helmet, from 
which he looks through three circular panes of glass 
one inch thick. 


The inventors of this apparatus have tested it 
thoroughly at their workshop in Newark, and ate 
now planning an attack upon some of the many 
wrecks which have been abandoned. The United 
States Bureau and Coast Survey have charted the 
position of sunken wrecks in the Great Lakes aione 
whieh reprerent many millions of dollars in im- 
perishable property, such as bullion, while even a 
greater amount lies at the bottom of the ocean, the 
situation of each wreck being known exactly, but all 
baffling the ingenuity of man to reach them. 

Some of the famous treasure ships that lie await- 
ing the diver are the Pacific Mail steamship Golden 
Gate, sunk near Manzanilla, Mexico, with $600,000 
in gold coin and bullion; the Klondike steamer Is- 
lander, sunk off Douglas Island, Alaska, with $375, 
000 in gold dust; the steamship Lexington, sunk in 
Long Island Sound, with $300,000 in specie; the ship 
Central Ameriean, sunk off Havana, with $2,000,000 
in gold; the Spanish flagship San Pedro, sunk ott 
Cumana Bay, Venezuela, with $2,000,000; Spanish 
steamship Mercedes, sunk near the Canary Islands, 
with 10 boxes of gold, each containing $50,000, nine 
of which have been recovered; steamship Loocadia, 
sunk at Point Santa Elena, with $1,700,000 in gold; 
steamship Sakarah, sunk off Huamblin Island, coast 
of Chile, with $1,600000 in gold; British ship in 
Chesapeake Bay, with $500,000 in gold; British frig- 
ate Sévern, near Turk’s Island, with 8500,000 in 
gold; British ship Madagascar, sunk off Port Phillip’s 
Head, with $1,000,000 in bullion.

disinterment and shipment broadcast over the land of 
the mummies which had reposed for thousands ot 
years in the tombs of the Pharaohs. 

That the disinterred mummies started the spread 
of tuberculosis germs in Egypt cannot be doubted. 
There are more tuberculosis germs in the almost- 
impalpable dust around a mummy case than In many 
cuspidors of effluvia. 

These germs live for thousands of Years, as has 
easily been proven, and the exhumation of the bodies, 
even the well-preserved ones, caused an epidemic of 
consumption among the workmen and scholars who 
first exhumed the cases. 

It is also well known that the keepers of the 
mummy cases have been subject to the disease. 

The start of tuberculosis in France in a serious 
sense may be traced to the great importation of 
mummies and mummy cases at the time of the Na- 
poleonic invasion of Egypt, and this start gave the 
disease its first great foothold in Europe, whence it 
has spread all over the Eastern world and ee 
out the Western Hemisphere as well.

bodies preserved in the manner peculiar to the Egyp- 
tians of the time of the Pharaohs are undoubtedly 
favorite lodging places for the tubercular bacilli. 

The bacilli from the mummies are undoubtedly of 
great age, and it has been shown by experiments in 
Paris that these aged bacitli are infinitely more 
deadly than those obtained from the sputum of live 
persons who are infected.

F DR. SORGNAC is right, the world owes un: 
dying hatred to eternal Egypt. He is the 
first of modern scientists to announce that 

archeological research is responsible for the Great 
White P'ague. Perhaps he is right; but the present 
state of scientific knowledge is not sufficient to say 
positively whether bacilli could live so many thou- 
sends of years or not. In fact, much that we do 
know points to the possibility of the persistence of 
disease germs indefinitely. It is generaily admitted 
by scientists that among bacteria are some species 
that are able to live without free oxygen, without 
light, and at a relatively high temperature, and this 
to an extent known among no other group of living 
beings. 


MICROBES NEED NO OXYGEN. 


It was the genius of Pasteur that proved that mi- 
crobes, or microbe-organisms, can live without. free 
oxygen. He found that oxygen is taken from chem: 
ical compounds, constituting the food of the bac- 
teria. It has also been provéd that absence of air 
has a further effect; it enables the microbes to re- 
tain .for a long time their power of causing fermen- 
tation, or producing poison or of bringing about in. 
fection. Experiments of Fajans and Hueppe have 
shown that cholera cultures retain their virulence 
for weeks, and even months, under anaerobic (shut 
off from oxygen) conditions after parallel cultures 


which have been freely exposed to air have long since 


lost their potency. Bunzl-Federn has shown that 
the same thing is true of the very delicate pneu- 


monia germ—and how much easier, then, {s it to 


conceive of the long preservation of the hardy 
tuberculosis germ. 

The tremendous resistance power 
been proved over and over again by modern experi- 
ments. 
cells, but many withstand this shock. Spores en- 
dure a still lower temperature than the vegetative 
forms, surviving 24 hours at a temperature of 126 
degrees. According to recent experiments by Pictet 
‘they survive and are able to multiply after being 


imbedded in frozen oxygen at 213 degrees.

Spores of some species are destroyed by boiling | 


water and steam only after six hours’ exposure and 
by steam under pressure, at 110 to 120 degrees, after 
half an hour. In a dry condition some enzymes 
withstand the action of high temperatures up to 170 
degrees. 

Cholera bacteria vary in their resistance to drying 
and often exhibit differences of from a few hours 
to upward of eight months. Anthrax spores and 
other endospores have been found to be still capable 
of development after ,remaining in a dry condition 
for the seeming impossible period of 10 years. 

This is absolutely demonstrated and generally ac. 
cepted as true by scientific men. Now, if it be true 
that one species of bacilli can live absolutely dried 
up for 10 years, and if it be true that no @ir Is re- 
quired to keep alive some germs, and if it be re 
membered that mummies were kept in hermetically 
sealed tombs or chambers for thousands of years, 
it is far from impossible that in preserving the 
body of their dead the Egyptians at the same time 
kept alive, or in a state of suspended animation, 
the very germe which caused the death of the Pha- 
raohs and their subjects during hundreds of years. 

It has been stated at various times that seeds of 
plants buried with mummies have grown when plant. 
ed, and if this be true, how much more probable is 
it that germs of tuberculosis, far more resistant than 
any plant seed, may survive this long burial and 
when brought to ligtit and air begin their pernicious 
activity again? 

There ia another presumption in favor of Dr, Sorg. 
nac’s theory, and that is the mummies themselves. 











The mode of embalming called mummifying was one 
which, while it was intended to preserve the flesh of 
the dead, undoubtedly could-and did preserve any 
bacilli in the flesh, This is especially true of tlre 
Theban mode of mummifying, by which the flesh was 
so perfectly preserved that even now it yields to the 
touch and is not the hard, black mass of Memphian 
mummies. If the balsams used were 86 efficacious 
for the preservation of human flesh it is more than 
possible that at the same time and unintentionally 
the germs of the disease which killed the Egyptians 
have been preserved in the same way. 


TEN YEARS THE LONGEST TEST. 


It must not be forgotten that the science of bac- 
teriology is a brand-new science, so new, in fact, 
that we have not. had time as yet to test thoroughly 
the length of time that a dried bacterium may re- 
main in a suspended state of animation. We do know 
that some of these when dried will survive a period 
of 10 years and then return to activity. It is the 
preservation for the first year or two that is difficult, 
or rather astonishing. 

But if a germ survive 10 years there · is no reason 
to believe that this germ would not remain in the 
same condition for 10 centuries or 20 or 30 centuries 
under proper conditions. 

These conditions exist to a nicety in the tombs of 
Egypt. The bodies had been wrapped in moist cloths 
first, and then, after continued wrapping, deposited 
in stone sarcopbagi or coffins and placed in tombs 
which were hermetically sealed for ages. The tem- 
perature was an even, constant oye, and it has been 
proved in connection with all organic matter that 
the dry soil of Egypt is a wonderful preservative. 
Manuscripts, for instance, that would have fallen to 
pieces when buried in any other soil, have been per- 
fectly preserved, and it is little wonder, then, if the 
dried germs of disease have also been kept in this 
manner, especially under the very favorable condi- 
tions of mummy making and _ burial. 

We know now to a certainty that the Egyptians 
were subject to much the same diseases as modern 
men of other countries, for the books of Egyptian 
physicians have been found and deciphered, and it is 
certain, from the symptoms mentioned and the pre- 
scriptions found, that none of our diseases are mod. 
ern inventions, least of all the Great White Piague. 
tuberculosis.

The existence of iron in the vicinity of what is 
now known as Iron Mountain was discovered by 
Father Marquette when he sailed dewn the Missis- 
sippi, and is indicated on his maps of that period. 
That it existed in enormous quantities seems not 
to have been known until the early part of the 
present century, however. 

Tt was in 1843 that the predecessor of the company 
now being dissolved was organized. It was known 
as the American Iron Mountain Co. Later it was 
succeeded by the partnership of Chouteau, Harrison 
& Valle, and in 1869 the Iron Mountain Co., an in- 
corporated body, was organized. Its original stock- 


holders were Pierre Ohouteau Jr., James Harrison, 
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Jules Valle and Felix Valle. During the years 
from 1868 to 1875 the Iron Mountain property yield- 
ed its best income and at that time is reputed to 
have paid greater dividends than any other organi- 
zation in the United States. 

It ceased to be a producer to a paying extent in 
1893, but since then extensive exploitation of the 
property has been carried on in the hope that an- 
other “lead” would be found. Hope of this has now 
been abandoned and the company goes into legal 
dissolution as a result. 

Iron ore was found at Iron Mountain in an actual 
mountain of iron, and from that fact the company 
and.the town took its name. 

The quality of the ore was fully as remarkable as 
the quantity and the condition in which it was found.

@ small part of the Nation—the New Eng- 
land coast, where the Pilgrim Fathers ob- 


tained a foothold and the young Republic 


was born. But the passing of time has 
broadened the land; sons of the Pilgrim 
Fathers crossed the Alleghenies, then they 
pushed West of the Ohio River, slowly the 
advance guard crossed the Mississippi; i 
was not long until the Missouri had been 
left behind and the trail led over the Rocky 
Mountains, until today, even the Pacific 
Coast cannot stop the westward-advancing 
movement America is no longer simply 
New England. The song that glorified old 
New England, because there was no other 
America then, must needs be revised, be 
brought up to date, if it is to be the Na- 
tional anthem of the Twentieth Century.

Like most of the nation’s patriotic and popular 
‘gongs and hymns, “My Country, ’Tis of Thee” was 
off, at fever heat, in a very few moments. 

In 1832 there was a young student at the An- 


dover Theological Seminary, who expected to grad- 


“uate that year and who was casting about for the 
best place to take up his life work. As Com- 
mencement Day approached, the gravity of the 
burden he had voluntarily assumed was borne in 
on him. He began to think of his-duties, his re- 


e — — and then of the blessing of labor 


and of liberty. One evening he picked up his quill, 
~ @nd inside of an hour had dashed off a poem which 


£ expressed his glorification of the country to which 
he intended to dedicate his life. 


That hastily written poem, its author but 
7 years of age, stands today as America’s Na- 
tional anthem; that young man, Samuel] Francis 
Smith, as one of the inspired great men of the 


‘ ~ mation.

It was of this young song writer, a classmate 
at Harvard in the famous class of 1839, that 
Oliver Wendell Holmes once wrote: 

“And there’s a nice os 7 Caneater of excellent pith;

7 prongs a song for the brave and the free— 
read on his medal, “My Country, of Thee!"’ 

When Smith wrote “America,” in 1832, there 
was but little of America west of the Allegheny 
Mountains.
